Barely realizing a year had whizzed past, until final exams reared their 
ugly heads, we gladly accepted the summer vacation. After sprouting a 
couple of inches and turning several shades darker one hundred and forty-nine 
of us returned to take the dignified position of sophomore above the fumbling 
freshmen. We planted our feet more firmly, generally upon these freshmen, 
and carried our share of the load in extra-curricular activities as well as in 
our studies. 

Eight of our number were accepted for positions on the "Red and White" 
staff, while Pat Daley, Pat Wing, and Barbara King won regular cheer leading 
positions. 

When the dust had cleared away after sophomore elections we found 
we were to have Alfred Beauchamp as President, Mary Louise Burditt as 
Vice-President, and Merritt Clifford as Secretary-Treasurer. 

One of our members, Mae Murray, distinguished herself in the sports 
world when she won the Vermont State Woman's Golf Championship at 
the age ol fit teen. We were certainly proud of her. 

Another summer added more inches, tans and good times so that when 
the bell rang on the first day ol school, September, 1942, one hundred and 
twenty-seven of us barged through the front door big as life for we were 
juniors and upper-classmen. This year was a busy one and, under the able 
direction of Pat Daley, Stardust was sprinkled upon a goodly crowd at our 
Junior Prom. 

Fears that we might not be able to get class rings were prevalent, but 
good fortune smiled upon us and we proudly displayed our black-onyx treas- 
ures when they finally arrived at the beginning of the senior year. 

As officers we chose Alfred Beauchamp, President; Miles Ogden, Vice- 
President; and Pnscilla Ellwood, Secretary-Treasurer. 

In the middle of May the National Honor Society held their impressive 
induction ceremony and received into membership Eleanor Smith, Alfred 
Beauchamp, Robert Martin, and Mary Louise Burditt. 

To prove that winning the Freshman Tournament wasn't just luck, our

The Class of '44 also provided six judges for the first Rutland City

The fact that the year was ending and that we should soon be seniors 
with senior responsibilities was brought to the fore when twenty-five of us 
received positions on the Monitor Squad. 

Finals, which never failed to take some wind out of our sails, came, went 
and left us a glorious summer before we had to return for our last and most 
important year. 

One week of that summer was spent in Boys' State by six of our number,

When we returned we were amazed at the tiny, absurdly awkward 
freshmen , but the first thing we did was to greet the faint-hearted new- 
comers with a Reception, directed by Arthur Cheney. This was the year in 
which our ranks diminished mreatlv because of the adventurous spirit of some 
of the boys and also the draft. Our thoughts were very much on the present 
and immediate future as boys left to join the service. 

However, we carried on and elected as our leaders Pat Daley, President* 
Elio Filippo, Vice-President; Pnscilla Ellwood, Secretary; and Mary Louise 
Burditt, Treasurer. 

On the literary front Raymond Johnson was editor of the rl Red and 
White/' white Robert Martin headed the "Talisman" with Arthur Cheney 
as business manager. 

The political world saw Alfred Beauchamp elected to the presidency of 
the Student Council. 

Turning dramatic for a few weeks in our Senior Play, "Letters to Lu- 
cerne," we forced tears from the eyes of the audience and even muffled sniffles 
from some who prided themselves upon their self control, 

The Monitors elected Pat Piscopo to lead them in performing their traffic 
duties, and with their red badges and eagle eyes they succeeded in keeping 
us straightened out. 

The basketball team continued to chalk up victories and was tied with 
M. S, J. for first place in the Southern Vermont League. 

We began looking forward to graduation and selected chairmen for our 
Senior Week committees. Those elected were: Donald Ryan r Baccalaureate; 
Barbara Harris, Class Night; Arthur Cheney, Senior Reception; and Miles 
O gd en , Com m e nee men t 

The National Honor Society claimed four of our deserving members. 
These were Dorothy Brown, Patricia Daley, Priscilla Ellwood, and Raymond 
Johnson. 

We were all very much excited, but not surprised, when Raymond 
Johnson and Robert Martin were announced as valedictorian and salutatorian 
respectively. They a ho won the honor of being graduation essayists, as did 
Patricia Daley and Barbara Harris. 

Now, as we bid goodbye to the institution of our formal education, we 
feel we owe a great deal of gratitude to Mr. Mayo and the faculty. They are 
responsible for the guidance we have received in forming and developing our 
ideals and ambitions. And so, as we graduate, the history of our high school 
days ends and a larger and more important history begins —the real history of 
the Class of "44,
